Affidavit 
at Jesup, Wayne Co., Ga, that he married in Jackson Co., Miss., the 
widow Catherine Sheffield Grantham; their son S. Seaman said there 
was a large family of children but named none of his brothers or sisters. 


S. Seaman, son of W. C. Seaman, had foundry works at Handsboro before 
and after the Civil War; during the war he was detailed to work in the 
railrbad shops.
